“We believe that several brief 
comments, carefully crafted by our 
honorary degree recipients, will 
have a tremendous impact on our 
graduates,” Trachtenberg said. “It 
may also prove to be more lively 
than a single talk.” 

Dole, who will receive a Doctor 
of Public Service degree, has been 
president of the American Red 
Cross since 1991. Before that, she 
served in the cabinets of two presi- 
dents, as Secretary of Labor under 
George Bush and Secretary of 
Transportation under Ronald 
Reagan. She also was head of the 
White House Office of Consumer 
Affairs under Presidents Johnson 
and Nixon. 

Dole has received recognition 
for her efforts in helping women 
and minorities fight workplace dis- 
crimination, including the Women 
Executives in State Government’s 
1993 Lifetime Achievement Award. 
A Gallup Poll named her one of the 
world’s 10 most admired women. 

Eban, who will receive a Doctor 
of Humanities degree, was Israel’s 
first ambassador to the United 
Nations after leading his country’s 
efforts to become a member of that 
organization. He served as UN 
ambassador from 1948 to 1959 and 
simultaneously held that position 
and the position of ambassador to 
the United States from 1950 to 
1959. Eban was Israel’s foreign 
minister from 1966 to 1974.

Blackmun to address NLC graduates 


Former Supreme Court Justice 
Harry Blackmun will be the 
keynote speaker at the commence- 
ment exercises for the National 
Law Center on Sunday, May 29. 

Blackmun is most remembered 
for writing the majority opinion in 
Roe V. Wade, the landmark 1973 
Supreme Court decision that legal- 
ized abortion in the United States. 


Blackmun was appointed to the Blackmun graduated summa 
court in 1970 by President Nixon, cum laude from Harvard 
He retired in 1994.

Carlisle earned his law degree 
from the National Law Center in 
1955.

McPeak is a retired U.S. Air 
Force general and chief of staff. He 
was a member of the Thunder- 
birds, an elite squadron of Air 
Force pilots, from 1966 to 1968. He 
later became chief of staff at the 
headquarters of the U.S. Air Force 
in Europe and commander in chief 
of the Pacific Air Forces. 

McPeak received a master’s 
degree from the Elliott School of 
International Affairs in 1974. He 
also has earned many decorations 
for his military service. 

Richardson is commissioner of 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
where she manages an operating 
budget of $7.2 billion and a total 
staff of 115,000 employees. She has 
also worked on initiatives to reform 
the IRS. She is the second woman 
to head the agency since it was 
founded in 1863. 

Richardson received her law 
degree from the National Law 
Center in 1968. 

Rogers is chairman of the board 
and chief executive officer of 
Equifax Inc. He previously served 
as the company’s president and 
chief operating officer. He also is on 
the Atlanta committee for the 1996 
Olympic Games. 

He earned a master’s degree 
from GW’s School of Business and 
Public Management in 1962.

Eban is the James C. Welling 
Professor at GW, which involves 
lecturing and participating in stu- 
dent and faculty seminars. He 
came to GW as the Maurice C. 
Shapiro Professor of International 
Affairs and taught both an under- 
graduate course and a graduate 
lecture. 


Foley, who will receive a Doctor 
of Laws degree, served his home 
state of Washington as a 
Democratic representative to the 
U.S. House from 1965 to 1994. He 
is most noted for his service as 
House Speaker from 1989 to 1994. 
Before he was elected Speaker, 
Foley served as House majority 
whip from 1981 to 1987 and then 


as majority leader from 1987 to 
1989. 

After losing a bid for re-election 
in 1994, Foley became a partner in 
the law firm of Akin, Gump, 
Strauss, Hauer and Feld, specializ- 
ing in international affairs. He 
serves on a number of advisory 
councils, including the Council on 
Foreign Relations.

She will have a chance to do so 
when she speaks at Commence- 
ment May 14. Cobb was chosen 
through a University-wide contest 
as this year’s student speaker. 

Cobb, from Fort Walton Beach, 
Fla.j will receive her master’s 
degree in rehabilitation counseling 


from GW’s Graduate School of 
Education and Human Devel- 
opment. She also completed her 
undergraduate studies here, 
receiving a degree in psychology in 
1992. 

She said learning to live with a 
disability herself has made her 
more aware of the problems of 
other disabled students. Cobb said 
she attended several colleges 
before coming to GW, but found 


that none had the resources to help 
her with her disabilities, which 
include epilepsy and dyslexia, a 
learning disability. 

Cobb said she hopes to work 
with disabled students in higher 
education, adding that she would 
like to work in an office similar to 
GW’s Disabled Student Services 
office, where she interned while 
she was a student.

Face of GW during the 1940s 
changed by war, alumnus recalls 


(from p. 1) 

1947,” Anderson said. He added that the huge influx of 
veterans who arrived at the school between 1944 and 
1947 drastically changed the face of GW. 

One alumnus, Nicholas Lakas, remembers in great 
detail his three years at GW before he enlisted in the 
Navy in 1944. 

“D.C. in the late 1930s was a rather small, very 
southern town,” recalled Lakas, who arrived in the 
nation’s capital from New York City. He said the New 
Deal had brought thousands of federal employees to 
the city and it was just beginning to grow. 

“It was somewhat dismaying,” Lakas said of the 
District’s size. “And it was constraining in terms of 
recreation.” 

GW was the center of most of its students’ social 
lives. Greek life flourished, and the International 
Student Society was extremely active, Lakas said. 
“The University was our universe,” he said. “There 
was far more going on on the campus” than in the 
developing city. 

Lakas, who is president of the Columbian College 
Alumni Association and resides in Bethesda, Md., was 
a member of the Glee Club and head cheerleader in 
1942 and 1943. 

The social event of the year was the Homecoming 


Ball, which coincided with a major football game. 
Lakas recalled that the dance was held in one of the 
city’s largest hotels. A big band played as women in 
long gowns danced with men in black ties. 

In 1942, the cheering squad had its first mascot, a 
Great Dane named Smokey. The dog, which was 
draped in a banner that had his name on one side and 
‘GW’ on the other, trotted around the field during foot- 
ball games. 

“Whenever we would be losing, Smokey would start 
to howl loudly,” Lakas said. “Somehow he knew the 
score.” 

But the lighthearted activities of campus life were 
overshadowed by the news of war in the Pacific and in 
Europe, and the threat of U.S. involvement. 

“Our very peaceful community suddenly began to 
change,” Lakas said. “We became more and more 
mindful of the war. Many of our male friends began to 
disappear.” 

Lakas enlisted in the Navy in 1943. On one of his 
final nights at GW, Lakas, with 10 other members of 
the Glee Club, participated in one of his favorite activ- 
ities for the last time. They gathered outside the win- 
dows of Strong Hall and serenaded the ladies inside. 

“We looked at each other, and we knew it would 
never be the same,” Lakas said.

Parking 

Each graduate will receive one parking permit for May 14. This permit will be valid for 
May 14 only, for one space on campus in designated lots. Since parking will be 
extremely limited on campus and at the Ellipse, it is recommended that 
Commencement guests arrive early or consider alternative transportation. If guests 
are staying in hotels within the vicinity of the Ellipse, it is recommended that they 
walk to the Ellipse or take a cab rather than drive. 

Shuttle Bus Service 

Those parking on the GW campus may walk to the Ellipse (approximately 12 min- 
utes) or use the shuttle bus service located on campus on I Street between 21st and 
22nd streets. Shuttle buses will operate from 7:30a.m. to 9:30a.m. taking graduates 
and guests from campus to the Eilipse, and will operate after the ceremony until 


2:00p.m. returning people to campus. Wheelchair accessible shuttle buses will be in 
service from the same location. 

Shuttle bus service can become crowded. Plan to board buses well before 9:00a.m. 
if you plan to see or be in the academic procession. 

Metro Service 

Guests can take the Metro to the McPherson Square station (near the White House) 
on the Blue and Orange lines and then walk to the Ellipse. The Metro opens at 8a.m. 
on Sundays. Guests may aiso ride Metro to the GW/Foggy Bottom station and then 
take the shuttle buses to the ceremony from campus. The shuttle buses will pick up 
guests between 21st and 22nd streets on I Street, one block from the GW/Foggy 
Bottom Metro station (see shuttle bus information above).
